contention that Sands had nothing 
to do with the slaying. 
W on’t Admit Defeat. 
While the police detectives and 
the sheriff’s deputies hav^ not ac­ 
knowledged defeat they will admit 
the case is one of the most bewild­ 
ering ever to come to their atten­ 
tion. Days have passed since the 
discovery of Taylor’s body and of­ 
ficials assigned to the mystery have 
worked with less than their ordi­ 
nary sleep and under unusual pres­ 
sure in tracking down what seems 
to be tangible clues and in investi­ 
gating almost innumerably tips. 
A sample of some of the ‘ tips” 
sent to the officials is the follow- 
ing% from a letter in what is deem­ 
ed a woman’s hand writing. 
“I dreamed last night that Mr. 
Taylor was killed by a fair haired 
woman, with a hooked nose.

ST LOUIS, Feb. 13.—Ten divorce 
decrees a day was the average main­ 
tained by the Court of domestic re­ 
lations here during the first four 
months of its existence, according 
to a compilation by the court clerk. 
A total of 1,308 divorce petitions 
were 
filed, 
of 
which 
963 
were 
granted. In about 50 percent of the 
cases the custody of the children 
was made the main issue, while the 
other 50 percent of the couples had 
no children. For various reasons, 
178 petitions were dismissed. 
The month of November with 224 
showed the largest number of de­ 
crees granted, followed by 154 in 
January, with October and December 
in the order named. Since the es­ 
tablishment of the court, which was 
authorized, by an act of the state 
legislature in 1921, the speed of 
the divorce mill in the local courts 
has been reduced greatly. 
It was formerly possible to ob­ 
tain a decree of divorce immediately 
afte* the filing of 
the 
petition 
However, since the court of do­ 
mestic trouble, ten days at least 
must elapse between the filing of 
the petition and a hearing in court. 
Another ten days, at least, is re­ 
quired for an investigation of the 
charges. 
“Among the (benefits of the new 
court,'* Judge Vitdl Garseche* de­ 
clared, 
“the 
safeguarding of the 
interes^of the children of unhappy 
marriages has become the foremost 
issue. In many cases, where the 
couples had children, a reconcilia­ 
tion has been effected and happi­ 
ness restored in the homes, all for 
the best of the children and all on 
account of the children.”
